_sFRAUD CHARGE Falls. 


A QUAINT LETTER, 


Holding that there had been no 
criminal offence Magistrate Lindsell 
‘at the Police Court yesterday, dis 
charged an elderly Chinese called Li 
Chak Hoenng who sas charged with 
che fraudulent conversion of $8,000 
belonging to Li Yu Tin, trading as 
the Wing Loong, of Swatow, and the 
Wing Hop of Hongkong. 

For the prosecution Mr. G. R. 
Haywood said that the defendant be- 
yan with the Wing Hop firm as coolte 
about 30 years ago at a sulary of 30 
a yeat and rose to be manager with a 
yearly salary of $120 with board and 
lodging and certain’ privileges. 

Mr. D. J. Lewis, who apy ared for 
Li Chak Heung, said the defencs. wus 
that a 10 per cent bonus was due to 
the defendant and the money drawn 
represented the accumulated bonuses 
of several years. The prosecution 
alleged that the bonus was overdrawn 
but the defendsnt claimed that there 
was still money due to him. 

Mr, Lewis suggested to the com- 
plainant in crose-exemination that 
his basiness went bankrupt some 
years ago and that he, and not the 
defendant, absconded, leaving the 
defecdant to face the music. The 
complainant admitted that he had

The Princess Chua, 
the boy emperor's mother, as aguinst 
the Empress Dowager’s selection and 
favoured the daughter of Yung Liang, 
anephew. The Boy Emperdr is said 
to have been smitten with the latter 
and supported his mother’s choice, 
dat the Empress Dowager took the 
attitade that bis marriage was a ques- 
tion tor the Imperial Court and out- 
tiders had no right to interfere This 
led to bitter words between ber and 
the Boy Emperor. The Princess Chun 


was called in to mediate, sought to 
campaign for her selection of a bri-le- 
to-be and after remaining in the 
Palace for three days daring which 
she and the Empress Dowager wer in 
constant consultation took to her bed 
in depressed spirits and died on Sep- 
tember 30.
